He 
made an addition to the jiencil industry hy the invention of the colored 
pencils and led the firm of J. S. STAEDTLER to unforeseen success. 
The introduction of the world-famed AtARS pencils in the year 1901 
marked an epodi in the history of the firm of J. S. STAEDTLER, ami 
paved the way for a rajiid ascent, and to-day every one on the surface 
of the globe w ho uses a pencil knows the name STAEDTLER as an 
infallible mark of quality, betokening as it does the experience of over 
2^0 years in the production of pencils.
